Each of them 
has, in one way or another, distinguished 
himself, the urbane and gracious Hat.

BILi; the sentimental OCANDLER: the 
steady and constitutional Wals the 
profound and erudite Hottowar: the 
veteran Youne; the brilliant and accom- 
pluhed Howser; the gay and festive 
WALKER; the turbulent Aumsrrnone; the 
genial but unobtrusive Bianax; the gifted 
Baker; the vivacious Kim the silent 
Roms, and the jocosee Brooxa.

Mr. WALKER, of Detroit, Pres- 
ideat of the American Press Association, 
is a very promising young journalist, hav- 
Ing already occupied many lead- 
ing positions ol public trust, 
having been Governor respec- 
tively of Mississippi, Kansas and Virginia, 
Secretary of the Treasury under Mr. Pox, 
and the most famous of filibusters. He is 
also the author of Walkers Tonic Bitters,” 
and two or three dictionaries. Mr. Baker, 
of Detroit, the sbowiest and handsomesi 
editor in the West, is dustinguished for the 
part be took in the capture of J. Wiltxes 
Boots, when he was Ohief Detective of 
the Confederate States War Department 
Mr. Bieuam, of Dayton, is the tounder of 
the system of plurality of wives, hence the 
term Bighamy. Notwithstanding this, Mr. 
BresaM is sportive and jocose, and plays 
the accordeon better than any man in Ohio. 
Mr. Amer, of Oleveland, has led an 
adventurous career on land and sea. He 
commanded and owned the privateer 
Armstrong, {rom which he took his name, 
and in which he fought the Kearsarge and 
Alabama. He invented the Armstrong 
gun, and i, in every respect,a very dan- 
gerous person and a dead shot. Mr. Nrxon, 
of Cincinnati, 6 a direct ancestor of the 
great filibuster WWA Pawn, who drove 
the Indians out of the State which bears his 
name and established the New Orleans 
Crescent and Cincinnati Times, which he 
still owns apd conducts as his organs. 
Notwithstanding his age and experience, 
Mr. Nos is an able and constitutional 
writer of great power upon local and 
municipal topics, Mr. Ricnarp Surrn, 
of Cincinnati, a son of Ricnarp Sipngry 
Surrn, the poet and husband of Poca- 
HONTAS, is a near kinsman of Capt. Jonny 
Surrn and Josera Samira, the Mormon, 
whom he is said to resemble. He is an 
orator rather than a writer, and at present 
a member of Congress from the Second 
Oho district. He edits the Gazette as a 
recreation. The most imposing of all the 
journalists, and next to Mr. Ban the 
handsomest, is Mr. McCu..aeg, of Cin- 
cinnati. Owing to his owllike gravity 
and modest, retiring disposition, he is 
thought by many to be morose and un- 
social. But this is a mistake, as those best 
know who are admitted to the magic inner 
circle of his presence.

nalistic crust of bread at Cincinnati to the 
royalties eof the Empire at Paris. It is 
more than hinted, however, that he has re- 
cently received something more than a 
summons from NAroklzox, and will sail 
in the Pereire on the Sisto! the present 
month. After Mr. Sronr, of Chi- 
cago, Mr. Haier is the most 
amiable man in the West.

The Aucient Goigos. 

A most interesting story comes to us 
from the Island of Cyprus through a letter 
to the Boston Advertiser trom Athens, in 
Greece. It isa story of the discovery of 
the ancient city of Golgos, the birth-place 
ot the stoic philosopher Zzwno, the field 
wherein Baunapas, the companion of 
Part., labored and died, and the scene, 


tombe of this lost city have been found aa 
extensive collection of Greek, Roman and 
Phoenician antiquities by the American 
Consul at Larnaca, on the Island of Cy- 
prus. The Consul is General L. P. 91 
Cuno, who was an officer in the Fed- 
eral army during the late war, and who 
was appointed to the position be now 
holds by Mr. Lincoty. The correspond- 
cnt of the Advertiser tells us that General 
Oxswora, who had been interested in an- 
tiquities previous to his arrival at Cyprus, 
and who was a member of the Arche- 
ological Society of Turin, his native 
city, stopped for a tew moments 
one day in 1867, while taking « 


_dnve with his family, at the house of 4 


peasant in Dali, the ancientIdajium. The 
pearant told him that he had a secret to 
divulge—that while looking for some 
stones te be used in the construction of his 
house, he bad exhumed two vases. As 
natives are-torbidden to make excavations 
without a firman, and asa flrman would 
cost more than be was able to pay, the 
peasant burned his vases and said nothing. 
As soon as General CesnoLa saw them he 
recognized them as rare and beautiful 
specimens of Pheenician work. He has 
tened tu obtain a firman from the Turkish 
Government, and opened more than nine 
thousand tombs. The result was a large 
collection of curiosities, consisting of mar- 
ble and limestone statues, statuettes and 
vases, antique Greek glassware, bronzes, 
Crusaders’ and oriental arms and orna- 
ments of gold, silver and engraved stones. 
These were readily disposed of to the 
British and Berlin museums, Mr. Lerarvs, 
vl Berlin, taking over six hundred vases, 

Elated with his success, General O. re 
solved to try once more. Cyprus is the 
place trom which Venus is said to have 
emerged from the sea, and hundreds of 
temples were there dedicated to her wor- 
ship. Especially at Golgos there was 4 
very beautiful temple, mentioned by Tuaz- 
ocriTvus and CATULLUSs, but Exes, in hw 
work on Cyprus (vol. 1, p. 145, and vol. 2, 
P. 81), says that the position of Golgos is 
not known. See also Smith's Die., arti. 
cle Golgi. 

It has often been remarked that the 
modern town ol Atieno is built of the re- 
mains of some ancient temple. A few 
years since Count D Voour was at Oy- 
prus,and excavated near Atieno, hoping 
to find the temple, but went away without 
accomplishing his object. General Ces 
NOLA resolved td make another trial. On 
the side of a hill he first tound 
tombs. Alter digging six or seven 
days the works of art which had been 
Phenician suddenly became Greek and 
Homan, and were tound threo feet below 
the surface. On digging down six and 
seven feet he found again the remains of 
Phenician art. The occupants of the 
island had all chosen the same site for 
their cemetery, only that the Greeks and 
Romana, coming last, had buried their 
dead above the remains of the Phon 
clans. On approaching the foot oi the hill, 
the spades of bis workmen struck the 
foundations of an old wall; and lol inside 
the wall, all around the valley, were rows 
ots tatnes of life size, statuettes and colos- 
sal statues, bronzes, heads, bas-reliefs, 
Greek inscriptions, and numerous votive 
oflerings. Besides settling the position of 
ancient Golgos and thus making a contri- 
bution to history, General C. has a museum 
of over nine thousand specimens of an- 
cient art, many of them illustrating relig- 
ious rites and domestic customs. 

He has two hundred pairs of gold ear- 
rings, some of which a gentleman tried in 
vain to purchase for Queen Vicrori; 
some of the most beautiful rings and brace- 
lets that have ever been found, showing 
that modern jewelers have not yet carried 
the art of engraving to the point it reached 
among the Greeks. 

There are also Byzantine statues, repre- 
senting the three Graces; a garnet head, 
beautifully engraved and set in gold; 
Pbonician inlaid vases; statues of Sarruo 
and ot Venus; some Phoenician and Assy- 
rian statues weighing between five hundred 
and six hundred pounds each. Although 
these were exhumed as late as March last. 
agents from both the British and Berlin 
museums have already been sent to make 
purchases for the completion of their col- 
lections. For a single vase General C. has 
been offered £150; but with a desire, un- 
derstood with difficulty in our money- 
getting age, that antiquities found to- 
gether should remain together, he retuscs 
to sell unless the purchaser will take the 
lot entire. To any responsible party Gen. 
C. makes the following offer: A vessel 
shali be sent to Cyprus, the collection 
taken home and set up, and the amount to 
be paid shall be left to arbitration.
